The Eight-Hour Men Making 
Holiday in Chicago. 


Furniture Factories Closed and

As had been announced and was appre- 
hended, the entire country is to-day in the 
throes of the short-hours labor agi- 
tation. May 1 was the date agreed upon 
by trades and labor organizations generally 
for a simultaneous move in the interest of 
this reform. With the day the threat- 
ened uprising was realized, and in 
nearly all the large cities of the United 
States workingmen are now making holiday 
and will pass the night in monster demonstra- 
tions in favor of their cause. New York will 
have an extraordinary turnout, and Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Oineinnati and this city will 
also have its lords of toll on parade 
in the streets, and the marching and 
marshaling will be followed by outpourings of 
eloquence and earnest exhortation in the 
interest of the laboring class. Chicago more 
than any other city seems to be experiencing 
the severest effects of this movement. 
About 3,000 freight-handlersin the employ of 
the dffferent railroads cengering there have 
gone out on strike, demanding eight 
hours .work and the same pay as 
they have been receiving for ten hours; the 
furniture factories have been deserted by 
their men and are closed; the soapmakers are 
in the throng of the dissatisfied; the 
pork-packers have their demand formulated 
and all who have not received favorable re- 
plies by Monday will be on strike; the lumber- 
men and planing-mill hands will also, it is un- 
derstood, quit work Monday. Three 


on the eight- -hour plan, and a

chine shops have also given in. Few 
tra les are at work in Chicago to-day, nearly 
all the workingmen of the city joining in mak- 
ing it a fete day, one of the features of 
which isa procession now and then through 
the streets, with a red flag floating 
in front of it.

Promptly at 10 0’clock the 200 freight-han- 
dlers of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Road stopped work. At the New Albany 
freight-house, before the men went out, 
Thomas Galesple, an employe of the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Road, moupted acar and ad- 
dressed the crowd. He’ Fold them that he 
wanted all the freight-handlers to join the 
Union, preparatory to forming an assembly 
of Ku of bor. His remarks 
were greeted with cheering. After this 
the crowd. of strikers marched to 
Clarke and Taylor street. Here they 
formedin line, four abreast. Great crowds 
turned out to see the sight, and cheered the 
men marching through the streets toward the 
Michigan Central freight-house. As they pur- 
sued their way, the streets became filled with 
sight-seers but nothing approaching disorder 
was apparent. It took but a few moments to 
induce the Michigan Central men to quit work. 
Almost before the strikers reached the freight- 
house, the meu commenced to put on their 
coats. As each addition was made to the 
ranks, the enthusiasm increased. 

THE POLICE ON HAND. 

About ten of the men employed in the Michl- 
gan Central yards refused to join the strike, 
and about this time police protection was 
sought by officers of the road. Lieut, Laughlin 
and a squad of police soon appeared and suc- 
ceeded in clearing the depot without using 
violence, although the nen grumbled at being 
forced back, claiming that their intentions 
were peaceable. 

THE FORT WAYNE OUT.

To obviate such want in the fu- 
ture it is directed that appraisers of merchan- 
dise at the several ports shall hereafter,so far as 
practicable, take and carefully preserve proper 
samples of all importations passing under 
their supervision. Such samples, more 
— those of textile fabrics, wools and 
other goods which are likely to be the subject 
of litigation, should be labelled and the label 
be signed in full by the officers taking the 
sample so that it can be readily identified 
when needed.

‘SHE TILLIE SMITH TRAGEDY. 


Circumstantial bat Damaging Evidence 
Against Titus—An Important Witness. 


HACKETTSTOWN, N. J., May 1.—The excite- 
ment over the Tillie Smith murder has in- 
creased every hour since the arrest of Titus 
and his incarceration in the Belvidere Jail. 
Since bis arrest stories have been circulated of 
his alleged intrigues, and they comprise the 
principle evidence upon which the arrest is 
made. Former domestics at the institute tell 


the most shocking stories of his conduct 
toward them. A middle-aged lady now em- 
ployed at the American House, says that 
while she was employed at the Institute, Titus’ 
conduct was often such as to create 
fear among the he ange who worked there,for 
their personal safety, ifthey should be so un- 
fortunate as to be left alone with him. The 
prosecutor received a letter from a gentleman 
in New Brunswick, saying there was living 
there, giving the name and address, a young 
lady formerly em ok at the Institute, who 
says Titus’ conduct toward her was often 
scandalous. These stories reveal a side of 
the prisoner’s character that is a complete 
revelation to his friends, and especially to Dr. 
Whituey, whose confidence in him was un- 
bounded. An old resident last night voiced 
the sentiment of the citizens, when he re- 
marked: ‘‘IfI had been called upon the Ist 
of April to name the most ex- 
emplary and straightest-laced young man 
in Hackettstown should have named 
Titus. Now I would not know who to trust.’’ 
The young divinity student, Meade, who, it is 
claimed, hag furnished the authorities with 
damaging affidavits concerning Titus’ conduct 
on the night of the murder, knows a great deal 
more than he has told of Titus’ conduct toward 
the girl employes. He is looked upon as a 
strong witness for the State and yet it seems 
that he bas been a little too willing with his in- 
formation. There is a feeling that his anxiety 
to expose his friend is not from the purest 
motives. It is said that he already claims part 
of the reward offered by the town for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the murderer of Tillie, 
and his anxiety may bring about 
* AN INVESTIGATION IN HIS DIRECTION, 
There isa 5 general feeling that if Titus 
is guilty, he did not commit thecrime alone 
anu this may account for the anxiety upon the 
part of certain individuals to strengthen the 
weak links in the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence surrounding Titus. The local paper 
which was issued yesterday says that ~ — 
all the theories and circumstances which now 
seem to hem Titus in, must be placed the fact 
that James Titus has grown from childhood to 
manhood in is cOmmunity and no man 
ever enjoyed a better reputation than he. 
Not one single derogatory word has ever 
been uttered against him until this terrible 
crime was traced to the building of which he 
was in charge atthe time. His life has been 
particularly free from scandal or even re- 
proach, and he has enjoyed the confidence of 
all toan unlimited degree. Heis hemmed in 
with an almost impenetrable woof of circum- 
stantial evidence, but not one word of real 
evidence has been adduced to convict him of 
this crime. He was unfortunate enough to 
have been employed in the neighborhood of 
where a grave crime was committed, and the 
fact that he was at his post of duty seems to be 
the strongest point in the evidence against 
him. Maps are being made of the Institute’s 
interior and surroundings for the Grand-jury 
on ——— & The pee | of the dead girl 
is being examined.

AN ARCADE OF GLASS. 


The Plan Proposed for the Improvement of 
Union Market. 


Grocers, and those interested in the pros- 
perity of this class, have been averse to mar- 
kets in the city, and one by one they have dis- 
appeared in obedience to this pressure. 
Union Market, dirty, crowded and dark, has 
been the object of attack many times 
because under its sheds are accomodated 
little dealers in provisions and grocer’s 


sundries, who individually are not making 
fabulous fortunes, yet collectively decrease 
the profits of grocers who are housed else- 
where. Ot late merchantsin the vicinity in 
other lines. Joseph Spect of the ‘‘Famous,’’ 
B. Nugent, Penny & Gentiles, D. Crawford and 
others, have concluded thut a total abolition of 
the market would be for the best interests of 
the dry goods district. Fifth street, between 
Morgan street and Franklin ave- 
nue is piled and hung with 
dry goods. The various houses draw 
their trade from the section north of Washing- 
ton avenue properly, and too have a large in- 
fluence on the trade lying south of that 
avenue. They have felt that were it not for 
the unsightly sheds at the market people from 
the south side would visit them more fre- 
quently. Mr. Specht and Mr. Nugent have 
been particularily active in this, and 
have only modified their ideas 
the representations of Oomptroller 
Campbell. hen they visited him regarding 
the abolition of the market he was favorable 
to that plan, but came to the conclusion that 
‘ THE SHED NUISANCE 
might be abated and the market retained. The 
market was built with money obtained from 
the sale of bonds on which the city pays 6 yer 
cent, and until the present administration Mr. 
Campbell says only 2% or 8 per cent was 
earned in rentals of stalls, etc. The 8½ or 
8 pe cent not earned was lost 
by the city yearly. By increasing the rents 
the city now earns 6 per cent on the invest- 
ment. Stall-keepers are protesting against 
the high rents, which they claim are not in 
proportion to the conveniences furnished. If 
they were swept away from the walls of the 
market, as the merchants wish, the city could 
not earn from the hers inside 
the — more 
on the nvestment, 
could not afford the loss. 


In that = all the 
sheds clinging to the Broadway, Mo and 
Sixth streets and Christy avenue sides could 
be accomodated. A bill for the erection of this 
arcade was presented in the Council lastnight, 
and was accompanied by an extensively signed 
petition of the best business men in the city. 
The plan is’’ said Mr. Specht, to build an 
iron frame work set with glass over the 8 e. 
It will be paved with flag-stones in order to 
keep out vermin and facilitate cleaning. 
will be marked out from probably three en- 
trances on Broadway to Sixth street exits, and 
five entrances on the Christy avenue side into 
the main market building. The intersection 
of these walks will form squares on the floor of 
THE ARCADE 
where stands of renters will be placed. The 
Arcade being a covered structure will be com- 
fortable in winter and in rainy weather. The 
present out-of-door inconveniences will be 
removed and with them all objection to the re- 
tention of the market. With such an im- 
1 the merchants of this district 
o not object to the market; without it they 
will insist on the removal. The sheds on 
Broadway being torn down will allow an un- 
interrupted view from Washington avenue 
north, and the street will not seem to strangers 
to end at the market as it does now. As 
to the cost of the arcade, we think $50,000 
will goa very long way toward its construc- 
tion, but do not know exactly how much will 
be needed. When itis built the depression in 
the value of real estate caused by the market’s 
existence will be replaced by an advance, and 
a better class of buildings will be constructed 
in the vicinity.’’

Rowing has always 
been one of the most fascinating of out-door 
orts, combining as it does beneficial exer-

air. The Viking spirit exists in some degree 
in almost every man, and it wasthis feeling 
that drew together some balf a score of sub- 
tantial German citizens early in 1873, who 
rmed the nucleus from which they grew to 
© present powerful organization of the 
Modoc Boat Club, which ranks as one of the 
largest and best known in the country. 
Rowing in 1873 was crude and elementary. A 
room was rented onthe Levee near Chouteau 
avenue and the fleet, which consisted ofa 
poavy wooden barge, was moored at a neigh- 
boring wharf, as could not be taken from 
the water.

~ ten Huge ash oars, and though the exertion 
of rowing was out of all proportion to the 
scant amount of speed derived, yet the carly 
Modocs seemed to find enjoyment in it and 
the club prospered.

In 1876 the club took out articles of incorpora- 
tion, and from that time to this ite success has 
been phenomenal. The membership, while 
largely composed of clerks and business 
men about town, has atall times included the 
best local oarsmen, and recruits have been 
constantly added from college and other for- 
— 5 boatmen. In 1879 the University club con- 
solidated with the Modoos, bringing to the 
latter a number of good boats and many valua- 
ble members. The Modocs have ever taken 
the initiative in all movements for the ad- 
vancement of rowing here and elsewhere and 
claim the credit of introducing spoon oars, 
29 and all other new racing devices 
in St. Louis.

It is a common thing to make artificial 
champagnes, for the majority of people don’t 
know the difference,’’ he said. ‘‘They do it 
in France, and I can safely say that all of the 
genuine article made in the world can be drank 
in one day.’’

In Ger- 
many and France they don’t imitate abrand to 
make it sell. When they do this it is to get 
higher prices. 

ost of the cham @in stock bore labels 
that were fac similes of those on two well 
known brands, supposed to be most ys 
at this time. In general appearance the bot- 


tles are similar to those in which the genuine 
wine is sold, The old defect in the bottling of 


the wine by which it could be de- 
tected as an imitation, is in the 
cork which does not bear the makers’ 


mark, and is squeezed and dented like a soda 
water bottle cork, by reason of imperfect ma- 
chinery. It is not too much to say of the con- 
tents of the bottles, however, that the major- 
ity of the people who frequentiy drink wine 
would be deceived, and an imitation of one 
well-known brand would pass muster at table 
with all save aconnoisseur. Catawba or some 
other sweet wine is used, because, in the man- 
ufacture of counterfeit champagne, it requires 
less sugarthan others. California wine is pre- 
ferred on this account and because itis so 
cheap, costing, when bought by the barrel, 
only about 45 or 50 cents agalion. Five quarts 
of the champagne are made from a gallon of 
California wine. The wine is drawn off in a 
big tub to whichis added enough granulated 
sugar to bring it up to 
THE PROPER GRADE OF SWEETNESS. 
Chemicals are employed to neutralize the 
acids of new wines and to produce the desired 
bouguet. For additional flavoring various oils 
are used, one or acombination of them for 
each brand, such as celery for Veuve Cliquot 
and apricot of Heidseik. Afterthe sugar has 
been dissolved the mixture is filtered and then 
it is — 145 with —7 This is done with soda 
water and is then bottled under a pressure of 
80 to 100 pounds. The process is very simple 
and notmore than two hours are required for 
bottling forty ees pom The labels are 
affixed to the ottles and the gold or 
silver foil wrapped around the corks and 
necks. Thea the tles are packed 
in old boxes in which champagne was im- 
rted, and which are bought in small quan- 
tities at 10 cents each. There is such a trade 
in bogus champagne that there are one or two 
firms in this city who make a specialty of imi- 
tating the genuine labels, which are well exe- 
cuted and are sold at low prices.

BOOTH REDEEMS HIMSELF. 


A Magnificent Impersonation of the Mad 
Prince of Denmark. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPraTCH, 

New York, May 1.—Whatever may have been

The Way Applicants for Honors in Tights 
Are Selected. 


From a New York Letter to Philadelphia News. 
Nearly all the hiring of chorus girls in New 
York is donein an office in Broadway, near 
Thirty-first street, by an operator who has 
tor years had a monopoly in tnat branch of 
the business. A stairway at 1267 leads up to 
the two rooms occupied for the curious busi- 
ness. The first apartment has the common as- 
pect of an office, with desks behind a brass 
railing. The boss of the concern is Ed Rice, 
notedinthe burlesque line. The assistants 
are his brother, Charley Rice; Berrie Jarrett, 


son of Black Crook Jarrett, and therefore 
familar since boyhood with the ballet busi- 
ness; Johnnie Campbell, son of Bartley Camp- 
bell, and Actor Tarr, the practical trainer of 
the novices. The applications are so numer- 
ous that the corps is kept busy. The candi- 
dates are various. Someare from the work- 
ing girls class; more are from the ranks of the 
professionally vicious, but the majority are 
young women who have had something of a 
schooling in vocalism. The old hands out of 
a job so swell the throng that the premises are 
usually full of waiters for interviews. These 
are accorded by Ed Rice personally in the 
second orinner of the two rooms. A bright 
maiden, sentin to report her experience in 
pretending to seek an engagement, says that 
he room contained two desks, several chairs, 
a sideboard and an upright piano. Rice ro- 
ceived her with business-like briskness. 

‘*Let me hear you sing,’’ he said, taking his 
seat at the piano; ‘‘select anything you please, 
Ionly wantto hear your voice. She com- 
plied. He told her that she would do, and 
that, ifshe desired to begin at $6 a week on 

„ she might do so. She saw no impro- 
priety. Rice uested her at the outset to lay 
aside her cloak, and that was manifestly done 
in order that he could see what sort of a figure 
she wald cut, but there was no intimation of 
furthe xamination. The employes of the 
office say that a girl must possess a fairly 
strong claim to good looks to start with, a 
bright, pretty face being positively requisite. 
This quality is possessed by three-fourths of 
all the applicants. 

Many are rejected at the very threshold be- 
cause they are too tail or too short. A little 
above the medium height is the desired stat- 
ure. An erect, well-proportioned form is also 
essential, and a glance reveals whether 
it is or isn’t posseased. With average regu- 
larity of shape, the rest can be done by arti- 
fice. If, then, the novice has a pleasing face 
and a promising fi , the all-important test 
of her voice is e, and here she probably 
fails; but it she succeeds she is turned right 
over to Tarr, who has her costumed, padded 
and drilled for use. The conclusion reached 
by thorough — is that in the engagement 
of these chorus giris no indecencies ocour or 
are perpetrated, but they are not compelied 
to pass any examination as to morals, and the 
management of no company in New York Oity 
unde es the slightest discipline outside the 


stage door.

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A Tale of English Life—Notes of the Publish- 
ers—New and Forthcoming Books—Literary

“The Story of a ely Parish,’’ is by Mr. 
F. Marion . That is equivalent to 
saying in halt a dozen words that any one who 
wants to while away a pleasant afternoon Over 
a winter’s fire or pass a couple of hours 
on a sunny bank among the violets 
and the bluebells, will find in the 
work before us a very pleasant 
companion. For Mr. F. Merton Crawford has 
one talent. He may hee more. He may be 
bristling with te". like a corn-pod with 
chucks, but this Ine is conspicuous. He can 
make bricks with the smallest modicum of 
straw ever used for that prosaic purpose.. He 
can construct a tale out of the most de- 
plorable paucity of materials that 
ever fell to an unfortunate = quill- 
driver’s lot, and make it interesting. 
The moment we see a new novel by Mr. F. 
Marion Orawford onour desk we know that 
no matter what the subject may be, whether 
the tale has been exhumed from a country 
parish of fifteen inhabitants and a half, in the 
depths of the Lincolnshire swamps, or wheth- 
ithas been culled from out the midst of a 
swarming city, it will possess the one sterling 
merit of being interesting. 

„A Tale of a Lonely Parish,’’ as its name 
implies, comes under the first category. The 
scene is laid in a tiny hamlet in Essex, En- 
gland. It is not sensational; it is not exciting. 
There is not muc” love in it, and what there 
is is ot avery prusaic kind. It does not aim 
to stir up the strongest passions of our nature 
like some recent novels we could mention, 
nor does it present a picture of persons who 
indulge such passions. The finest ch ter 
in it is a big dog, and both he and all the rest 
of the characters are just such as we reaily 
meet, under such circumstances, and in such 
places. They are not perfect, not even the 
women (of whom there are only two 
in the village, and, consequently only 
two in the story). The latter are not 
even radiantly lovely, though one of them has 
a sweet and fascinating exterior; but both are 
over 30, and both possess a lord and master, 
whom they respect according to his deserts. 
In fact, Mr. Crawford has followed his usual 
course and given usasimple, natural tale, 
dealing with simple, natural people, which 
comes likea whiff of clover-scented air after 
the simoom-like gales of average modern 
novels. 

The tale is a portion of the life-history of a 
very unfortunate lady, Mrs. Goddard, who 
selects the quiet little village of Billingfleld 
in which to hide her head, and the Rev. 
Augustin Ambrose as the confederate of her 
troubles. She rents a tiny cottage which has 
long been to let, on an estate which has for 
many years been in chancery, and therefore 
squireless, and hopes on that deserted home- 
stead and in that lonely cottage to pass the 
residue of her days in solitude and secrecy. 
But 

The dest laid schemes o“ mice and men 
Gang aft aglee. 

Hardly has she settled with her little 
daughter Nellie, tat seven and a half, fur- 
nishing the cottage with odd pieces from va- 
rious handsome suites that tell a tale of better 
days, than the news comes that the chancery 
suit is ended in favor of aMr. Juxon, and 
down comes that gentleman to take possession 
of his property. Having lived abroad for 
years and seen very few news- 
papers, he has heard nothing of the 
history of his fair tenant, and naturally 
enough has no objection whatever to retain- 
ing her in the tiny cottage which must have 
some one for a tenant. He is a bachelor of 
middle age, quiet, rggular habits, and bookish 
tendencies, having acquired in mid-youth 
that quaint mania for antique books 
and rare editions which quiet, studi- 
ous men often obtain to. He finds 
1 sympathizer in the Rev. Mr. 
Ambrose, who possesses all the tastes of a 
bibliomaniac but not the means, and he brings 
with him in addition to his books a magnificent 
Russian bloodhound thathe has picked up in 
his travels and named Stamboul. The dog 
and its master not unnaturally become toler- 
ably frequent visitors at the little cottage on 
the hill, and the experienced novel- 
reader will have no difficulty in de- 
ciding that the latter will speedily 
fail in love with his fair tenant, who is gener- 
ally supposed to be a widow. So he does all 
in a quiet, straightforward, rather passionless 
sort of way, and Nellie and Stamboul looking 
on, highly approve of the course things are 
taking. Their approval, however,is,unfortun- 
ately, not all that is necessary, andthe great 
goddess, Fate, looking on, decrees that such 
things shall not be—at least not at pres- 
ent. In due time Mr. Juxon offers his 
heart, hand and worldly goods to the lady of 
his choice, whereupon the young woman, 
who, after the manner of her sex, of course, 
„ mever supposed thatthe agreeable bachelor 

“gentieman (who visited her every day,sent her 
the cheat flowers and fruit from bis green- 
houses and paid herevery possible attention) 
could possibly fall in love with her, goes into 
mild histerics, and informs her lover that she 
is no more a widow than he is; that her hus- 
band is living and is no less and no greatera 
personages than Convict No. 723,400, Portland 
Penitentiary, forger, thief, and murderer. 

Mr. Juxon is not quite as much dum- 
founded by this remarkable piece of intelli- 
gence as most men would be under the circum- 
stances. He consoles the lady to the best of 
his powers, walks home, takes the matter 
into grave consideration, and finally decides 
that she is much more to be pitied than he is, 
and that it is his duty to go on visiting her 
and sending her flowers and fruit as hereto- 
fore, biding his time until convict 723,400 either 
dies a natural death or terminates his exist- 
ence in some one of the many ways open to 
desperate characters. 

This event is not long delayed. Two nights 
after the Squire's proposal, while Nellie and 
her mother are reading together, there is a 
tap at the window pane, almost as mysteriously 
as that of Poe's raven, while a mystical 
voice calls ‘‘Mary—Mary Goddard.“ Natu- 
rally the child and her mother fall into par- 
oxysms of terror, but the latter retains sum. 
cient presence ot mind to shut up the child 
(who has been kept in ignorance of her 
father’s history and believes him to be dead) 
and go tothe door. Of course, the mysterious 
night bird proves to be none other 
than her husband, who, having been 
taken away from Portland heavily hand. 
cuffed, and in charge of three policemen, 
for the purpose of identifying a prisoner, 
mots with one of those curious freaks of 
mingled fortune and action which often come 
to Gesperate men, On their way through 
London in a cab they come across a blockade, 
whereupon two of Goddard's guardians get 
out to see what is wrong, leaving the pris. 
onerin charge of a third enstodian. Nat. 
urally enough Goddard sees his chance, and 
Geliberately braining the warden with his 
handouds leaps trom the cab and takes refuge 
in the slums of St. Giles, whenee be appears 
in some days after, disguised as a 
tramp, to the horror of his wife and the mant - 

trek of his own life and liberty. sa | 
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] tne £50 he obtained from his wife and taken an 


immediate departure, he might have escaped 
to the continent and possibly saved his life; 
but with the suspiciousness of guilt he chose 
to acouse the squire and his wife of sustaining 
too affectfonate an intercouse, and declared 
that having one murder on Bis soul 
he might just as well have another, 
and that the next time he mes 
the "Squire he would kilihim. This threat he 
carried into effect. That is to say, he attacked 
the ’Squire in the dark, aiming a savage blow 
at him with a stick. Tne blow missed its aim, 
however, but the great bloodhound Stam- 
boul, who had been following at his 
master’s heels, made no such mistake. 
Had he not been called off by the 
‘Squire, he would have torn the convict 
to pieces; as it was he tore the man’s throat 
badly, and being to the Squire’s house 
was attacked with b fevor, the result of 
the exposure and ring to which he had 
been subjected. It ought to be explained that 
before his arrest Mr. Goddard had been the 
senior partner of a wealthy firm, but living 
fast and wild speculating had so diminished 
his income that he found himself in serious 
difficulties and forged a wealthy client’s name 
to extricate himself from a temporary em- 
barrassment. 

No sooner had he been attacked with the 

brain-fever, pefore mentioned, than the offi- 
cers pf justice came down on his track. Death, 
however, interposed and relieved the whole 
parish ofan incubus and Mrs. Goddard of a 
terrible anxiety. The end of the whole was as 
might be anticipated, that Mrs. Goddard and 
the ‘Squire celebrated their long deferred 
marriage ceremony and presumably lived 
happily for the rest of their lives. 
The story is well told and the various ‘‘situ- 
ations’’ dramatically placed. One rather in- 
teresting character who does not appear in 
the main plot is a young pupil of the Rev. Mr. 
Ambrose, who falls frantically in love with 
the interesting stranger at first sight, and 
mixes up his studies with odes to the object of 
his affections. In spite of his devotion, 
however, he works hard and carries 
away the highest honors at Oambridge, 
to the great pride and delight or his ex- 
coach, the Rev. Mr. Ambrose. 

After some time he recovers from his fits of 
first love, and eventually marries Miss Nellie. 
Another lifelike character is Mrs. Ambrose, 
whois a perfect delineation of the typical 
country parson’s wife—very sensible, rather 
strong-minded and particularly intolerant of 
anything approaching to dissent from her own 
religious opinions.

When time wuz called for the first 
round they sparred around each other very 
cautious like, coz neither wanted to give 
away an openin’ to the other. All of a sud- 
dint Sullivan thought he saw his chance, but 
he overreached hisself, an’ before he could 
recover Vince smashed him bang on the mouth 
with his right. We thought we had won sure, 
but Yank closed his mouth tight as wax 
and in a minnlt made play with his left on 
Hammond’s nose, turnin’ on the claretina 
stream. ‘Fust blood,’ called his second, an’ 
the referee allowed it. Then Yank opened his 
mouth and spit out a half pint of ruby, saying, 


‘There goes second.’ If you ever see a lot of 
sick sports we wuz them. Poor Hammond 
saw that he had no chance with a man like 
that and he hadn't. Yank jest mauled the life 
halt out of im in ten minnits. I made mor’n 
$5,000 dollars betting on him after that but 1 
lost putty near all of it when he fought Tom

The Coming Great Races for the World’s 
Cham pionship—Gossip. 


The eyes of the athletic world are at present 
centered on Lon Myers and W. G. George, who 
are training in New York for their coming 
great races, which are to decide the middle- 
distance running championship of the world. 
In addition to that there are $2,000 stakes. The 
first race will be at 1,000 yards, the second at 
three-quarters of a mile, and the third at 1,160 


yards. Myers’ record is an enviable one. 
He has won twenty-eight championship 
23 at running in this country, Canada and 
ngland. He has, moreover, made dest on 
records innumerable, and his matchless grace 
in running makes him a model for aspiring 
pedestrians. He was bornin Richmond, Va., 
about twenty-six yearsago. Slimly built, but 
muscular, hisis the ideal form of a runner. 
His every action denotes speed. He is 56 feet 
6 inches tall and weighs about 116 pounds 
in condition. He made his first ap- 
pearance at the games of the New York 
Athietic Club on election day, 1878, and since 
then has won nearly 200 prizes. He has made 
best on records time and time again, any many 
of his performances have never been ap- 
proached.
